The following Act was pasted in the lite 
Session and received the royal Bisent ju>t 
previous lo the prorogation of Parliament. 

Whereas it is eipeJient to amend the law 
for the preservation of Game and Wild Foul 
in Upper Canada: Therefor* her Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Council aud Assembly of Canada 
enacts ait follows. 

!. ■ No deer, moose, elk, rtindeer or car- 
ribo, shal" be hunted, taken or killed, be- 
tween the 1st of February aud the 1st ol Au 
gust iu any one jear. 

2. No nild turkey, g OUSC, partriJgr or 
pheasant, stall be hunted, Ua'e'n or killed, be- 
tween the 1st of Match aud the ,|jt uf .Sep. 
tc-mber in any year. 

3. Ne qu-iil shall be hunted taken or kill- 
ed between lli;: 1st Murch ami tat of Ocluhtr 
in any year. 

4. No woodcock sf-all he hunted, taken or 
killed .between iho ht March and ihe Ul July 
ia any year. 

6. No wild swan, goose or duck, or the 
kind known as the mallard, grey duck, black 
duck, wood duck, or any of lira kinds of due!* 
known as teal shall be hunted, taken or killed 
between the 15th of Apal aud the 1st of Au- 
gust in any year. 

U. No wild turkey, grouse, patridge, or 
phesent, quail or woodcock, shall be flapped 
or taken by means of traps, nets, springs or 
other means of taking such birds,, other than 
by shooting at any tune whatever'; no¥ shall 
any traps, nor snare be made, erected or set. 
either wholly or in part for Ihe purpose of such 
trapping or taking. 

7. No person shall hate in posiession eoy 
of the animals or birds hereinbefore mentiou- 
ed, within the periods abore prohibited, wilh- 
out lawful excuse, the proof whereof to be on 
the party charged. 

8. Any ollence against any provision of 
this act shall be punished on comiition before 
a Justice of ihe Peace, by a fine not exceeding
